His  latest  work  is  a  wash  draw- 
ing of  Lincoln  who,  it  turns  out, 
may  be  a  distant  relative  of  Mr. 
Oilar.  It  seems  that  Mr.  Oilar's 
grandfather  has  been  reported 
to  Mr.  Oilar  as  having  been  a 
second  cousin  of  the  great  Presi- 
dent whose  birthday  is  being  ob- 
served throughout  the  nation  to- 
day. 

Among  Mr.  Oilar's  other  works 


is  a  watercolor  portrait  of  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  which  he  present- 
ed to  the  late  Mrs.  James  Roose- 
velt on  Mother's  Day  in  1934. 

One  of  Mr.  Oilar's  proudest 
possessions  is  a  letter  of  thanks 
from   the   President's   mother. 

The  only  actual  training  Mr. 
Oilar  ever  had  was  a  course  in 
the  fundamentals  of  drawing  at 
Purdue  University  back  in  '87.
